Not Animosity. 


A n d y J o h n so n said when he re­ 
turned to the Benate he would bury 
all his old animosities. It was a gen­ 
erous promise, and werthy of the man 
who made it. But since his speech 
the other day Administration jour­ 
nals are charging him with failing to 
redeem his pledge. It follows then 
that an arraignment of the Adminis­ 
tration on charges so self-evident that 
they need no proof; an earnest appeal 
for justice to his countrymen and a 
solemn protest against a further defi­ 
ance of the Constitution and the laws, 
is, iu the estimation of those journals, 
a rekindling of old animosities—a re­ 
lighting of the old camp-fires and re­ 
declaration of war on the part of 
J o h n s o n . If we were the editor of a 
Republican organ we should hesitate 
before branding truths as animosities. 
We* should pause before holding up 
au appeal for u cessation of persecu­ 
tion in the light of hatred, aud we 
should fear that an attempt to distort 
a prayer for obedience to the law’ and 
reverence for the Constitution into 
manifestations of hatred and animos­ 
ity, would be detected by the people 
and ourselves in place of the man we 
sought to misrepresent, be held 
up to ridicule and detestation. In the 
essimation of fair-minded people—of 
those who love their country and 
would see its Constitution enforced 
and its laws obeyed—to attack wrong 
and denounce oppression, is not reviv­ 
ing old animosities. When it can be 
made so, the life of the Republic is in 
danger, and the date of its dissolution 
almost within the lifetime of the pres­ 
ent generation. 


Our City Schools. 
In view of the fact that an election 
is soon to be held for the purpose of 
providing means for increasing our 
school facilities, the following infor­ 
mation will be of interest to our citi­ 
zens: The present High School build­ 
ing will be sufficient to accommodate 
the High School for several years to 
come, by sending into other houses 
the lower grades, as the number of 
High School pupils increases. 
Its 
central and beautiful location renders 
it just the place for the head of the 
schools in the city. The Eighth-street 
school is to be raised next year to the 
grade of an intermediate school, and 
the year following to the grade of a 
Grammar school. The Bath-street 
school, when changed to its new loca­ 
tion neaa the hospital, will bo to the 
Northern part of the city what Eighth- 
street is to the Southern part. These 
two schools will relieve the pressure 
on the High school building and ena­ 
ble it to accommodate the Grammar 
grades for the central part of the city, 
as well as the higher grades from the 
entire city. Spring - street school 
house, in which the three lowest 
grades are now taught, will have an 
addition built to it in order that all 
the divisions of the Primary grade 
can bo taught in it. This will afford 
ample accommodations for small chil­ 
dren in the central aud most thickly 
settled ward. The remaining schools 
will all be of the Primary grade. They 
are located in the suburbs of the city, 
making, with those already estab­ 
lished, a complete circle of schools, 
tributary first to the two Grammar 
schools and through them to the High 
school. The Board of Education has 
very wisely considered the claims of 
all, not only for the present, but for 
the future. If the people vote to raise 
the reasonable sum asked by the 
Board, there will soon he a neat school 
house in East Los Angeles, one near 
the Fruit-drying works, one on Kohler 
street, near Alameda, one on Ban Pe­ 
dro, near Washington, one on Wash­ 
ington, near Figueroa, one near the 
Woolen Mill, and one in some central 
location for the colored children. Last 
year the three-year-old town of Mo­ 
desto voted a tax of $22,000 to build a 
school house. All are now proud of 
the house and proud of the school that 
is iu it. In 1873 Oakland raised by 
special tax $70,000 for building pur­ 
poses. 


A Murmur. 
There is uo doubt but that the steam­ 
ship company desire to do all in their 
power to accommodate the people of 
Southern California. G o o d a l l, N e l­ 
son & P e r k in s promised when they 
obtained control of the Southern Coast 
carrying trade that they would leave 
no means untried to meet the demands 
of their patrons, aud we are confident 
they meant to redeem their promise. 
But errors will creep in, and when they 
do people will complain. In order that 
the company may know of these com­ 
plaints and correct them, we write this 
article. It is, if not a common thing 
at least quite frequent, to receipt for 
goods in Ban Francisco to be shipped 
on one steamer and yet leave 
them on the wharf to be shipped 
by the next steamer. 
This is 
an inconvenience and often an 
injury to the consignee, besides in­ 
volving a possible loss; for it frequent­ 
ly happens that merchants here re­ 
ceive advices that their goods have 
been shipped on a steamer named and 
had them insured on that steamer. It 
sometimes happens that goods for Los 
Angeles are carried on to Ban Diego 
and brought back. This involves a 
delay often inconvenient and expens­ 
ive. There is also some complaint by 
passengers of the food and treatmeut 


on some of the steamers. We trust 
that the company will remove all 
causes for complaint or dissat isfaction. 
Messrs. G o o d a l l, N elso n <fc P e r ­ 
k in s have the confidence of the peo­ 
ple of Southern California, and we are 
anxious that they shall retain that 
confidence by requiring a prompt de­ 
livery of goods consigned to their care 
and enforcing proper respect for those 
who travel on their steamers. 


“ What Will Become of Me?” 
However much we may be under

By nature there is 
noi much difference in humanity, but 
by tile practice of a species of decep­ 
tion we make an apparent difference. 
If we were all to follow the natural 
inclinations of our own hearts, we 
would all drift in the same direction 
on this subject. Inasmuch, then, as 
we are all endowed with this faculty 
of believing in a future state, and the 
desire to inquire into and know what 
awaits us over there, let us rationally 
examine every information that comes 
to us from any quarter, and if it is not 
contrary to the Bible, common-sense 
and reasou, there can be no danger in 
adopting it. We arc forced to believe 
something—Ileaven is not a patch of 
moonshine; it. is a substantial reality, 
a place of abode, a home—a habitation 
which contains everything that the 
most elevated and refined nature of 
man could possibly imagine, to give 
pleasure and joy to the soul—aye, 
more, “ it hath not entered into the 
heart of man to conceive.” These 
thoughts were presented to us from 
reading a paragraph from the pen of 
S w e d e n b o r g , which appeared so ra­ 
tional and the legitimate result of 
principles which all acknowledge and 
see in constant operation in this life, 
aud the idea is so pleasant and com­ 
forting to aclass that we all venerate, 
that we are constrained to quote it in 
full: 
Such as are principled in love continually 
advance in heaven towards the morning of 
youth, and the more thousands of years, the 
more nearly they attain to a joyous and de­ 
lightful Hpring, and so on to eternity, with 
fresh increments of blessedness, according to 
their advancement in mutual love, charity 
and faith. Those of the female sex who de­ 
part this life, broken with the infirmities of 
age, after living in faith towards the laird, iu 
charity towards the neighbor, and conjugal 
love with their husbands, advance with the 
succession of ages, mere and more towards 
the bloom of youth, and acquire a beauty 
surpassing all description. For it is the na­ 
ture of goodness and eharlty to form and es­ 
tablish their own image in such persons, 
causing the delight and and loveliness of 
charity to be expressed in every feature of the 
face, so that such persons become forms of 
love itself. Tills form of exquisite beauty af­ 
fects with charity I he inmost life of him who 
beholds it, and by the beauty of that form the 
truths ot faith are imaged forth, and thereby 
rendered perceptible. Those who have lived 
in faith grounded in charity towards the Lord, 
become such forms of beauty in another life. 
All the angels arc such forms, with an infi­ 
nite variety, and of these heaven is com posed 
It will bo remembered that S w e­ 
d e n b o r g was no sectarian, and never 
thought an organization would be es­ 
tablished bearing his name. What he 
wrote was designed for all people. We 
doubt if there is to be found a para­ 
graph on this subject, iu any theologi­ 
cal work extant, that presents to the 
human mind more pleasing thoughts 
of those departed ones, who, of all 
others, were most dear to our hearts.

Meeting; ol' the Dem ocratic State Cen­ 
tral Committee. 
S a n F ra n c is c o , March 27th,—The Demo­ 
cratic stale Central Committee adjourned last 
night sine tlie, after two «lays' session with 
closed doors. A report of the deliberations in 
detail will be furnished by the Secretary, but 
the conclusions on lending mailers are as fol­ 
lows: The slate Convention bus been called 
to meet lu Han Francisco, June 29th. The 
basis of representation to be on the vote for 
Haight In 1871, one representative for every 200 
votes so cast ; one for every fraction of 200 over 
100; and one lor each county In additition. 
Modoc. Ventura and San Benito are entitled 
to two representatives each, flic Executive 
Committee was directed lo call a primary In 
San Francisco on April 24th lu elect . veu rep­ 
resentatives from each senatorial <«<»i««<:;. 
These will constitute the Democratic County 
Committee of 85, and they will also constitute 
the District Committees an«l have power to 
call conventions for nominal ions foi Senators 
and Assemblymen. They shuil also appoint, 
polling places, judges, inspectors, and pre­ 
scribe a test for the voters. The test, of voting 
at primaries makes eligible those who are op­ 
posed lo (he present National Administration 
and pledge themselves to vote for the nomi­ 
nees of the Democratic State Convention. The 
Delegates to the State Convention from each 
Congressional District will constitute theCon- 
gressional Convention. It was d’.re eled that 
the (’hairmen of the Contesting Committees 
in san Joaquin county shall unite in calling 
a convention to elect delegara» to a State Con­ 
vention. and in case of a refusal ot one, the 
other shall act. 
Nan FrrnclMco County Com mi iter-. 
San Francisco, March 27th.—The County 
Committee met last evening. TheChaifman 
reported In the afternoon that he had had an 
interview with the state Central Committee 
and contended that the County Committee 
bad a legal existence. If t hey had done any­ 
thing wrong, the state Central Committee 
should inform them ot it and suggest some 
plan, instead ol ignoring them in an arbitra­ 
ry manner. The ’committee decided to main- 
tidn its rights and to proceed with prepara­ 
tions for a primary regardless of the action of 
the State Central Committee.

A Beautiful Picture.

UP IN THE MOUNTAINS. 
Two liny» in unit «round I.yoii's Stu- 
lio n —Tbt> Hnllrom l T liuuel—A Her 
culcon rruJcct-T lm OH Itegion A 
Urcnxy N ub)cet-B ut U May Drove « 
Kiel, O ne— R eliable Inform ation 
About the M urli MysteUed Section. 


We had the pleasure of a two day’s 
pascar at and around Lyon’s Station 
last week, and while in the section 
now becoming so full of interest im­ 
proved the opportunity to dot down a 
few items for the benefit of our read­ 
ers. In making the trip from San 
Fernando, the present terminus of the 
railroad, to the Station some nine 
miles further North, we occupied a 
snug berth on the top of one of the 
Telegraph Line’s stages, and never 
have we enjoyed a ride better. Talk 
about the 
“ I’OETRY OF MOTION,” 
As found in tlie mazy circle or on the 
light fantastic toe! It is not a com­ 
parison to riding outside a swaying 
stage-coach as it goes dashing along 
with its six fresh horses on a jolly 
round trot. The night air was cool and 
exhilarating and well lo be appreci­ 
ated under good heavy wrappings; tlie 
moon and stars, out in full brilliancy, 
rendered every object along tin; line 
almost as distinctly visible as by day­ 
light. No wonder that we fell into a 
poetical humor and saw scenery where 
otherwise it would have heen simply 
mountains and moonshine. Up tlie 
rugged and serpentine road to the 
“ summit,” through the deep cut at. 
the top of tlie mountain and down the 
other side lo the valley, and we were 
at 
LYON’S STATION. 
Though unpretentious in itself, it is 
an inviting place for tlie weary deni­ 
zen of the cily, wiiere lie can play the 
recluse if lie wish, breathe the invig­ 
orating mountain air and banish all 
thought of care and responsibility. 
The station proper is a well constructed 
frame building about 30x60 feet in di­ 
mensions and answering at once the 
purposes of a store, Postofflce, tele­ 
graph office, depot and tavern, being, 
altogether, the head cent re of the adja­ 
cent valley. Besides this there is a 
large stable, and, back towards the 
foot-hills on the West, a little cottage 
half hid by a heavy growth of moun­ 
tain oak. This makes up tlie sum 
total of Lyon’s Station. 
Upon our arrival wo found our old 
friend Captain Kraszynski in charge, 
who was doing the honors of mine 
iiost. in tlie absence of his brother, the 
proprietor of the establishment. The 
Captain is one of those whole-souled 
men who never does things by halves 
in tlie matter of hospitality, and we 
have to thank him for the thousand 
kindly attentions which we experi­ 
enced while under his roof-tree and 
which made our stay so pleasant. 
THE RAir.RAOT) TITNNEL. 
ingoing up tlie Southern slope of 
the mountains we passed two camps of 
railroad graders, whose white tents 
gave a picturesque setting to the little 
canons and benches where they nes­ 
tled. Other parties are scattered about 
at convenient points, and all making 
preparations for the grand work ahead. 
The entire force now numbers some 
330 men, under tlie supervision of Mr. 
Harris, Superintendent of Construc­ 
tion for tlie Southern Pacific Road. 
Since the commencement of opera­ 
tions tlie working parties have been 
cliieiiy engaged in making roads, 
grading approaches and altogether 
getting a good ready. The line as sur­ 
veyed runs almost due North from San 
Fernando, taking up tlie cañón a little 
to the West of tlie Telegraph road. 
The work of tunneling tlie mountain is 
A STUPENDOUS UNDERTAKING, 
Which can scarcely lie appreciated 
until one sees the immense walls of 
rock and contemplates the solid base 
which must be worked through by 
drill, blast and pick, meeting and con­ 
quering the fastness of Nature inch 
by inch. Tlie length of this tunnel 
will be about 7,000 feet. Last Monday 
tlie Southern face was opened and the 
real undertaking in Imiul commenced. 
It is tlie intention of the engineers to 
prosecute tlie work simultaneously on 
both sides g f tlie mountain and at 
three intermediate points. At equal 
distances from the extremities, in­ 
clined shafts will be sunk from above 
to tlie projected level of tunnel. In 
each of these shafts two forces will be 
employed, pushing their way in oppo­ 
site directions. This will give eight 
faces, upon which as many parties will 
work, and, by the nicety of engineer­ 
ing skill, all will at lust merge into the 
completed tunnel. Long and stub­ 
born toil will be required to accomplish 
this, and if at tlie end of eighteen 
months a ray of light Mushes through 
the mountain, the most sanguine ex­ 
pectations will meet a realization. 
THE OIL WELLS. 
Much has been said and written 
about the San Fernando oil region, 
and, as hearsay usually makes it, 
many unreliable reports have gained 
circulation. The thorough investiga­ 
tion of this matter was one of tlie 
main objects of our visit to the dis­ 
trict, and we shall endeavor to report 
fairly and fully what we saw'. There 
cau be no doubt that oil exists—per­ 
haps in large volume—beneath tlie 
mountains and valley lying North of 
Lyons Station. The many 
SURFACE INDICATIONS 
Which may be seen in tlie vicinity 
would convince the most skeptical on 
this point. But a grave doubt lias 
been suggested that, as tlie region 
shows unmistakable signs of volcanic 
upheaval, perhaps tlie oil basiii lias 
been shattered in like manner as tfie 
surface. The springs or pools found 
along the cafions may be, in this 
event, only the natural seepage 
through tlie rocks without indicating 
any considerable volume. Be this as 
it may, tlie question can only be set­ 
tled by experiment, and a hundred 
wells might be bored without striking 
the oil basin, even dii£it exist. 
THE TEMPLE W ELL . 
Is tlie most extensive development 
that lias yet been made in the district. 
It is about seven miles Nortliwest of 
Lyons Station, at the head of a deep 
cañón. We visited it in company with 
three others, one of whom was Mr. 
Chas. Kane, a practical oil well borer, 
who was on his way up to assist in 
operating the machinery. Entering a 
gorge in the mountain some two miles 
below the well, we wended our way up 
a newly constructed wagon road, 
which was none of the smoothest, und 
wound about in a continuous zig-zag 
conforming with the natural deflle. 
The cañón grew narrower as we as­ 
cended and at last merged into a pass 
barely wide enough to admit the pas­ 


sage of a wagon. Here, on either side, 
were almost perpendicular walls of 
rock rising to the height of eighty or 
ninety feet. Through this a small 
stream of water found its course, upon 
the surface of which we could readily 
see 
TH E SHIMMER OF OIL 
With its changeable tints of yellow, 
green and blue. In places where a 
sort of dam was formed by the boul­ 
ders, were to be seen thick coatings of 
the real petroleum upon the surface, 
resembling pools of melted tar, the 
liquid being too thick to trickle 
through the obstructions and pass off 
witli the stream. 
Upon emerging 
from this narrow deflle,we saw a little 
to our right and in a small ravine in 
the mountain side the object of our 
search. 
THE BORING APPARATUS 
Of tlie Temple well comprises a der­ 
rick about flfty feet high, a little port­ 
able engine, covered by a shed, and a 
small slianty for the operatives. Eve­ 
rything about the place has a sort of 
mourning aspect, the drills,tackles, ma­ 
chinery and structures being bespat­ 
tered and coated with the black, oily 
petroleum. 
As it was Sunday, the 
men were not at work, and we found 
only the cook of the party at home. 
He knew about as much of the work 
in hand as a kangaroo does of (’hris- 
tianiiy, and our most persistent quiz­ 
zing only evolved a few grave possi­ 
bilities concerning it. We learned af­ 
terward, however, that the well had 
been sunk toa depth of 200 feet. 
On 
the proceeding Suuday tlie workmen 
luid struck oil and set to work pump­ 
ing it out. This procedure only lasted 
about 24 hours, however, and resulted 
in securing 
35 BARRELS OF PETROLEUM, 
When tlie sand through which tlie 
well was bored caved in, and put a 
quietus upon further proceedings. 
The operatives are now engaged in 
taking out this obstruction and sink­ 
ing pipes to prevent similar accidents 
hereafter. The most sanguine hopes 
are entertained that oil will be even­ 
tually found in good paying quanti­ 
ties at this point, and the develop­ 
ments thus far made seem to give good 
grounds for the belief. 
OTHER OIL CLAIMS. 
A few rods down the cañón from the 
Temple well, is another flowing well 
or spring of petroleum, belonging to a 
Mr. Wiley, from which, we are assur­ 
ed, overa thousand barrels have been 
taken and shipped to San Francisco. 
As the market is unfavorable at pres­ 
ent, no effort is made at further devel­ 
opments, or even to secure a natural 
flow.In another cañón three or four miles 
to the West, is the Pico oil spring, 
which is said to produce a superior 
quality of petroleum; but,without de­ 
velopment, it is of small quantity. 
On the opposite side of the valley, 
aud about three miles East of Lyons’ 
Station, excellent oil indications are 
also found. They are in a deep cañón 
and situated similar to the others 
which we have mentioned. 
CAPTAIN KRASZYNSKI 
Is the original locator of these claims 
—eightin number—and still retains a 
controlling interest in them. At sev­ 
eral places along this cañón we saw 
pools where the petroleum rose to tlie 
surface and flowed slowly away. One 
of these, high up on tlie mountain 
side, is dubbed “ The Chimney,” and 
shows remarkably good indications. 
Another,called “The Danbury,” shows 
a surface of petroleum about six feet 
in circumference and is continually 
bubbling with tlie gas which rises 
through lt. 
IN GENERAL 
We conclude that there is an oil-bear­ 
ing stratum at least 15 miles in length 
running Northwest and Southeast and 
underlying all of the springs and oil 
claims which we have described. In 
this there may he an immense basin 
or chain of basins, which need only to 
be tapped by the drill to pour forth 
their endless wealth upon the fortu­ 
nate possessors of the claims and make 
a second Venango county of the re­ 
gion. But tliis event lies as yet in tlie 
undeveloped future, and we can but 
patiently await the results of the in­ 
vestigation.
